STREET DECISION SPOTLIGHTS UNION COMPULSION 


The Supreme Court’s long-awaited Street case (Looper 
case) decision, handed down on June 19, made dear the need 
for the removal of the sanction of compulsory union mem­ 
bership now given by Federal laws. It is expected to further 
stimulate the expanding grass-roots uprising for Right to 
Work protection at all levels of Government. 
The majority decision offered the promise of a cumber­ 
some and expensive route through which the complaining 
six railway workers may gain permission to withhold that 
portion of their dues which the union uses 
for political ac­ 
tivities. However, 
at the same time the Court 
upheld the 
“union shop,” sanctioned political action by unions, and re­ 
versed the Georgia court decision favoring the workers and 
recognizing their right to freedom. The case was remanded 
to the Georgia court for a determination of a formula whicl 
would permit the six workers to recover that portion oi 
their dues spent on political activities. 
An analysis of the issues involved and the decision’s ef 
fects has been written bv Warden ? Richardson. Associate 
General Counsel of the National Right to Work Committee, 
for publication by Human Events, the nationally circulated 
Washington newsletter.

senility, complicated surgery and 
the host of minor seizures and ail­ 
ments to which aging flesh is heir 
could be financially disastrous. A 
limited coverage, designed to be 
supplemented to private health in­ 
surance and local hospital plans, 
would appear to be the optimum 
solution. The cm rent agitation has 
shaken the insurance companies 
out of their complacency; and sev­ 
eral promising private plans have 
been announced. 
However, political pressures can 
be counted on to expand the cov­ 
erage far beyond that contemplat­ 
ed at the beginning.

Nasser Desires Bloodless 
Solution to Syrian Crisis 


BEIRUT, Lebanon pp) — Presi­ 
dent Carnal Abdel N asser of the 
United Arab Republic and a new 
com m ander 
of 
the 
pro-U.A.R. 
: arm y rebellion in northern Syria 
appealed today for a bloodless sol­ 
ution of Syria’s 
m ilitary crisis. 
But the rebels declared they were 
strong enough to win victory. 
A statem ent issued by N asser's 
office in Cairo said the president, 
who lost the Syrian branch of the 
U.A.R. in a revolt last Sept. 28. is 
ready to exert every effort aim ed 
a t preserving Syria and averting 
bloodshed. 
From the rebel-held Syrian city 
of Aleppo. 400 miles to the north­ 
east, Col. Luaav Atassi broadcast 
a call to the m ilitary junta run­ 
ning 
tile D am ascus governm ent 


for a truce. 
Atassi announced that he has 
taken com m and of the forces in 
Syria’s northern region which re ­ 
belled Monday against the juiila 
and called for reunion with the 
United Arab Republic. 
Atassi’s truce appeal was broad­ 
cast shortly after Radio D am ascus 
transm itted a junta ultim atum to 
the Aleppo garrison to surrender 
or be considered in rn itiny and 
punished accordingly. 
Implying that the junta already 
had troops afield, Atassi urged it 
to halt m ovements toward Aleppo 
to prevent bloodshed and preserve 
unity to the ranks. 
The rebel radio, which described 
itself as the voice of the U.A.R., 
said the colonel had imposed a 


curfew on Aleppo ‘‘to pave the 
way for the northern com m and to 
settle the national problem quietly 
and wisely.” To protect civilians, 
it said, the rebel garrison will not 
fire a shot “ and we shall not raise

This followed an air raid scare.

STREET DECISION SPOTLIGHTS UNION COMPULSION 


The Supreme Court’s long-awaited Street case (Looper 
case) decision, handed down on June 19, made clear the need 
for the removal of the sanction of compulsory union mem 
bership now given by Federal laws. It is expected to further 
stimulate the expanding grass-roots uprising for Right to 
Work protection at all levels of Government. 
The majority decision offered the promise of a cumber­ 
some and expensive route through which the complaining 
six railway workers may gain permission to withhold that 
portion of their dues which the union uses for political ac­ 
tivities. However, at the same time the Court upheld the 
“union shop,” sanctioned political action by unions, and re­ 
versed the Georgia court decision favoring the workers and 
recognizing their right to freedom. The case was remanded 
to the Georgia court for a determination of a formula whicl 
would permit the six workers to recover that portion 0 ! 
their dues spent on political activities. 
An analysis of the issues involved and the decision’s ef 
fects has been written bv Warden 8 Richardson. Associate 
General Counsel of the National Right to Work Committee, 
for publication by Human Events, the nationally circulated 
Washington newsletter.

ed at the University for 25 years 
as a joint project of the Univer­ 
sity zoology staff, 
Missouri 
Con. 
serration Commission and Interior 
Department Bureau of Sport Fish­ 
eries and Wildlife. 
A bill passed in 1960 called for 
creation of four Cooperative Fish­ 
ery Research Units sim ilar to the 
Cooperative Wildlife Research Un­ 
its.

Within a few weeks at mosi and 
in the case of those whose lawns 
have hart a winter feeding, sooner; 
an estimated 18,000,000 Americans 
will be hauling out gasoline pow­ 
ered lawn mowers for the first 
lawn cutting of the season. 
Despite 
repeated pull* 
on 
the 
starting rope, kicks and bad lan­ 
guage about two out of five of the 
mowers will refuse to start. 'Hus 
will result rn millions of ruined 
dispositions, sore backs and uncut 
lawns. 


.Anticipate Trouble 


It is possible to anticipate this 
trouble now by getting the lawn 
mower serviced immediately. . . 
and it may be possible to beat the 
usual spring rush. Those home own­ 
ers who wait until the grass needs 
cutting to keep it from looking like 
a pasture may experience delays 
of up to a month before toe mow­ 
er service shop will be able to get 
it operating. 
W. A. Phair. editor of the Chil­ 
ton Publication s ‘"Hardware Age” 
m agazine, says that shortage of 
lawn mower and garden tractor 
servicig facilities exists and this 
results in a m assive servicing jam 
each spring. He recommends tak­ 
ing the machine to toe service 
shop immediately rn order to be 
sure it is available when needed. 
lf, however, it is impossible to 
get service in time, here are sug­ 
gestions that may get many of the 
mowers running temporarily: First 
put in a new spark plug. since 
spark plugs and carburetors cause 
most hard starting problems. 


A new spark plug is a cheap in­ 
vestment for toe improvement in 
performance n renders. Those who 
know how to clean and gap a plug 
may be able to save even this 
sm all investment, but it is impor­ 
tant to set the gap to a fine toler­ 
ance Some lawn mowers have in­ 
struction books with th*, correct 
gap noted. With most, mechanical 
knowledge or experimenting may 
be necessary. 


Throw Out Gasoline 


Next, be sure to throw out last 
year s gasoline 
It probably has 
water rn it from condensation, plus 
many pieces of rust is rough on 
the carburetor aud can plug up tor 
sm all passages in the fuel system . 
After the old gas has been thrown 
out, clean the rust from the inside 
of the can 
If it is too rusted or 
the rust cannot be removed — get 
a new can. If there is any gas in 
the tank of toe mower, throw this 
out too, and check the tank for 
rust — with a flashlight, not a 
match — and refill. 
Never take off too much metal 
when sharpening and unbalance the 
blade The blades on some mowers 
revolve at more than 300 miles an 


hour and an unbalanced blade can 
cause accidents. When the service 
man sharpens the rotary mower 
blade*, he eh*c„'. them on a spec­ 
ial device to make certain they are 
properly balanced. 
Tile best advice is to take the 
machine to a reputable servicing 
shop. A final bit of advice, never 
refill the gasoline tank of a mow 
er that has become hot. Let the 
mower cool off before finishing the 
cutting job. A hot engine can easily 
ignite the gasoline.
